The President May Have to Act in 


Cuban Matters^efore Cal- 


houns' Beturns. 


THE CQB&H QUESTION LAID OVER. 


Tbe Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 


tee Lays Cuban Matter Over Un- 


til Monday When Decisive 


Action is Expected. 


Washington, May 13.—Tbe senate com- 


mittee on foreign relations considered the 
Cnban question but arrived at no conclu- 
sion The whole matter is going over un- 
til Monday, when it Is expected a report 
will be ready and will be submitted to tbe 
senate 
A brief covering the essential 


points m the correspondence from Cuba 
was read to the committee but further in- 
formation was deemed necesaary to an ac- 
curate and fair presentation of the case to i 
the senate. 


In tbe foreign relations committee in 


Us conference on Cuba a brief waa pre- 
sented by the sub-committee which yes- 
terday conferred with tne president and 
Secretary Sherman. It was prepared by 
Davis and Foraker, Morgan declining to 
participate 
It is a summary of tbe offi- 


cial reports from our consuls in various 
parts of Cuba, including Consul General 
Leo at Havana. These reports confirm 
the newspaper reports as to tbe special 
stress laid on the condition of Americans 
In tbe .aland. It is positively stated that 
hundreds of these are starvlng-and wretch- 
edly clothed. Tbe deaths of Americans 
from starvation are dally reported. 
They 


are scattered in all parts of the island and 
It Is shown that no consideration what- 
ever is given on account of American olti- 
Knsbip 
Most of them are driven into 


the cities from the plantations. Nomin- 
al!; they are under tbe care of the Span- 
ish army, but tbe latter has no commls- 
enat and these people are amonng strang- 
ers intbont employment and compelled 
to subsist on almost nothing. Tbey are 
lot allowed to return to their plantations 
to e\en pick berries. They have no means 
of leaving tbe island. The committee 
was especially impressed with the story 
and theopinion is generally expressed that 
tbe bituation should be remedied If possi- 
ble 
I be report also indicates the gener- 


ally wretched condition of all inhabitants 


of the island, made more so by malignant 
dtbeabt* such as smallpox and yellow 
fever. 
Ihe report indicated that tbe 


bpnnish army is not as strong as a year 
ago, with £o diminution of the insurgent 
forces 
In view of these developments, 


Monjari hopes to have a solid support for 
hij resolution which he expects to urge 
next Monday. 


Ihe delay by the senate committee on 


foreign relations in the matter of the Cu- 
ban question is for tbe purpose of giving 
the president an opportunity to act. Rep- 
resentations have been made to him of 
the need of Immediate action. It was 
also represented to him that recognition 
ought to be by the executive and not by 
the legislative branch. Be has also been 
otged to taku steps looking to the relief of 
the starving American In Cuba.

members of the committee believe he will 
Kt before Monday. If he dues not, there 
Is DO doubt tho committee will urge the 
jassagonfthe Morgan resolution recog- 
nizing Cuban belligerency In the strong- 
est terms possible. The committee will 
to practically unanimous on the subject.

INSURGENTS IN HAVANA. 


Gomez Causing .Alarm at the Capital— 


Shameful Treatment of Women. 


Key West, Fla,, May 13.—In Havana 


province the insurgents are growing more 
active every day. Near Bunjugal, in that 
province, Colonel Cardenas, with a force 
of 400 Cnbans, met and defeated a Span- 
ish detachment under Major Severas re- 
cently. 
The Spanish were well entrench- 


ed. The Cubans, finding that they could 
not force the fortifications, made a feint 
ol fleeing, and in this way drew tbe Span- 
ish in pursuit. A large force was held in 
concealment nntll tbe running Span- 
lards bad passed and then fell upon their 
flanks and rear with stunning force. The 
rout was terrible and the loss to tbe Span- 
iards great. The survivors fled toward 
Benjugal. The Cubans burnt tbe block 
house at Benbow, procuring one old field 
piece anl 200 stands ol arms.

ban women, who were arrested and sent 
In, In accordance with Weyler's recent 
order,on account of Cuban raids on towns 
where they lived.

ver and Is Bemoved to 


Providence Hospital. 


DEPUTY HUBBARD IN CHARGE OFFICE 


President McKinley Requests That His 


Condition be Reported to the White 


House—Congratulating Tel- 


egrams Received. 


Washington, May 13.—Postmaster Gor- 


don's sickness developed yesterday Into a 
well defined case of scarlet-fever and he 
was taken to Providence hospital for treat- 
ment. All night long the patient was 
delirious and when bis physicians called 
upon him yesterday morning they found 
no change for the better, but bh symp- 
toms were more alarming than the night 
before. It was originally Intended to 
take him to Garfleld hospital in accord- 
ance with the suggestion of the president, 
who has another friend now undergoing 
treatment at that Institution, but there 
was no provision for c -ntaglous cases and 
the Chicago postmaster was compelled to 
go to tne Providence hospital, where there 
is a ward for suoh diseases. His removal 
was accomplished from the hotel without 
any trouble, although his physicians did 
not attempt to conceal the fact that his 
condition was very serious. Even with 
the best care and attention it will be sev- 
eral weeks before he recovers sufficiently 
to attend to business. 


Supt. MoQrath of the city delivery de- 


partment of the Chicago office will remain 
here for several days to attend to business 
which may be necessary at this end of the 
line In oonnecion with the Chicago post- 
offloe. 
A telegram was sent Deputy Post- 


master Hnbbard yesterday afternoon an- 
nouncing the critical condition of the 
postmaster and directing him In future 
to send all mail intended for Postmaster 
Gordon direct to the postofflce depart- 
ment. 
Tflere it will be turned over to 


Supt. HcQrath and thus avoid any unnec- 
essary loss of time It the transaction of 
the public business. A number of com- 
munications have been received at the 
Arlington hotel addressed to the postmas- 
ter, many of them upon official business, 
and these will also be turned over to Supt. 
McGrath for consideration. 


As soon as It was known that the Chi- 


cago postmaster had been taken from his 
botel to the hospital the president sent a 
inessage to First Assistant Postmaster 
General Eeatb directing him to see that 
every attention was given the patient and 
that the occupant of the White House 
should be kept informed daily of his con- 
dition. Anything that could be done 
would be done cheerfully and willingly 
and nothing must be neglected that would 
conduce to the recovery of Chicago's post- 
master. Friends of Mr. Gordon at Chi- 
cago were also notified of his removal 
from the hotel and congratulatory tele- 
grams that bis condition permitted this 
were received from Congressman Foss, 
Charles Page Bryan and members of tho 
Marquettte club of Chicago.

The heavy iron gate of Belle Meade 


are always swung1 back oartheirmassive 
stone pillars in the daytime and the 
double row of shade trees tbat guards 
the main drive leading up to the house 
seeims to offer an invitation to all vis- 
itors. The negroes on the place by long 
habit and instruction are 
uniformly 


courteous to visitors and they know 
enough to answer all proper questions. 


Just now the eyes of the racing world 


are on the south and west. The march 
of the grand circuit, which begins at 
Xew Orleans and comes up through 
Little Rock and Memphis to Nashville, 
Lonisville and the other racing towns, 
is on. Practical horsemen are passing 
through Nashville every day, coming 
and going with their "strings," and 
whenever one of them gets a chance, he 
slips out to Bell* Meade to get a glimpse 
at the new crop of youngsters.

A Japanese paper, the Yorodzu-Choho,

Yes, the Anglo-Saxons have been suc- 
cessful colonizers. Their simple cus- 
tom is to sweep away the aboriginal in- 
habitants of any desirable site and then 
ensconce themselves in well-earned con- 
tent on the soil." 


Such is the opinion of a journal of 


Japan. However this may be, England 
is to-day the only European govern- 
ment, except Holland, which has a 
larger colony than a, home population. 
The total population of the British em- 
pire, including- British protectorates 
in Asia and Africa, was 382,000,000 by 
the last census, while the total popula- 
tion of Great Britain by the same cen- 
Bns was only 38,000,000, or ten per cent. 
In other words, the colonial possessions 
of Great Britain %vere nine times larger 
than, the home country in res;wct to 
population. Ku&sia has extended to the 
east and south its imperial boundaries. 
France, in concert with England, has 
acquired new colonies in Asia and Af- 
rica. Portugal, Denmark and Holland 
have retained big colonies abroad; 
though the extent of the colonies of 
theflrsthavebeendeoliningof late years, 
while the proportion of colonists to 
home inhabitants in Holland has de- 
clined during the last two centuries. 
But England keeps steadily increasing 
and, of late, there has been an addition 
to the number of English colonies, 
while, on the other hand, the Spanish 
colonies, in respect to area and popula- 
tion, have been declining. 


Curiously enough, Italy, which has an 


overflowing population, and has con- 
tributed to the United States, to the 
Argentine republic and to other Amer- 
ica^ states thousands of hardy immi- 
grants, has, in fact, no colonies of her 
own, and the effort to establish a pro- 
tectorate in Abyssinia has ended disas- 
trously.

which adjoins it, never has, though the 
Norwegians are, perhaps, better sailors 
even than, the Swedes. Holland has al- 
ways been a colonizing country, and at- 
testation of this is to be found in the 
city of New York. Belgium was not a 
colonizing country until recently, and 
when the two were associated together 
the Belgian, provinces of Holland con- 
tributed but few colonizers. There have 
been many immigrants from Switzer- 
land; there have been no Swiss colonies. 
The Mohammedan Turks never have. 
There have been Greik settlements, but 
no Greek colonies. The Anglo-Saxons, 
however, outrank all others in respect 
to colonization, the English and Scotch 
especially.—Detroit Free Press. 


KAISER WOULD BE A CZAR. 


Espionage on Hl« Snbjecta Keep* 


Their TOHEHCI Tied. 


There is something specially degrad- 


ing obout espionage, especially when 
practiced by a national government, as 
it is in Germany. This was brought 
very vividly before me by the follow- 
ing incident: One day there dined with 
me, in a public restaurant in Berlin, 
an aged clergyman and his wife. The 
former had occupied the same pulpit for 
over 40 years, had proved afatherto his 
parish, had been a leader in many lib- 
eral movements, .and in all ways had 
served his country nobly; while the 
latter had for the same length of time 
been a very great blessing to her neigh- 
borhood for many leagues around. In 
the course of conversation I asked him 
how he felt about the emperor's pol- 
icy. 


Before replying to me, he turned and 


looked anxiously about him in all di- 
rections, and then said: "If Fritz had 
lived ten years longer things would 
have been different." When I asked: 
Were you looking about for anything?" 
he said: "No; but one never knows 
who may be listening; and it would go 
hard with me if it were known that 
t expressed such opinions." To my sur- 
prise, I then learned that Berlin was 
full of spies of all sorts, ready to catch 
and report to the authorities the slight^ 
est word reflecting unfavorably upon 
the emperor, his family, or his actions; 
and that on such reports many persons, 
especially young men, had been seized 
by the police and kept in prison for 
months—one, because, in the heat of 
discussion, he hiad said the emperor was 
a schafskopf! When I asked my guests 
what they thought of such a system, 
they looked mysterious and declined 
to reply.—Prof. Davidson, in Forum.

Accord- 
ing to the report of the Russian min- 
istry of finance, the increased demand 
for the metal in 1895 raised the price 
for the raw material to nearly $500 a 
pound, and yet only 9,700 pounds of it 
were produced during the year.

Klnth Illinois Regiment Reunion. 


Masesmtab, 111., May 18.—The surviv- 


ors of tbe 9th Illinois regiment, one of 
the most; famous regiments that uartlcpl- 
pated in tbe war of the rebellion, met at 
Ukawville Springs, fifteen miles east of 
beie, on tbe Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road yesterday for a two days' reunion. 
In tbe;tour years of civil strife the 9tb Illi- 
nois actively participated In 110 battles 
and skirmishes with tne confederate army, 
among them the battle of Shlloh, where 
It went In with 578 men and sustained a 
loss ot 61 killed, 300 wounded and five 
taken prisoners.- It was mustered into 
tbe service on April 36,1861, and mus- 
tered out with Depleted ranks July 9, 
1865. The regiment was commanded by 
Colonels Eleazer A. Paine, Samuel T. 
Hughes, E. C. Herce^ and Jesse J. Phil- 
lips. Phillips is the o^ly one of the four 
now living, ap Illinois supreme judge, re- 
siding at Hillsboro.

E&S1ERH INTERESTS THREATENED 


Surrender of the Greek Fleet to Turkey 


Means Upsetting the Balance 


of Naval Power in the 


Mediterranean. 


London, May 14.—The apparently au 


thentic statement that Turkey intend! to 
demiud the ceding of the Greek fleet as 
.in essential condition of pence Is eagerly 
discussed here, both by the press and the 
politicians. It is contended that if Tar- 
key gets ths Greek ships It will bo equiva- 
lent to handing them over to Russia, 
thus upsetting the balance of naval power 
in tbo Mediterranean. 


hir Charles Dllke said last night: 
"If Turkey gets the Greek fleet It will 


bo tantamount to taking Us value In 
money from tireeoe, thus further embar- 
rassing her, but with no corresponding 
naval advantage to Turkey, for the sultan 
will allow the ships to go to ruin In three 
or four years, when they will be of no 
further use to any power. I hate to even 
think of the suffering Greece will undergo 
by reason of Turkish exaction. 
The 


moral effect on Europe of the subjugation 
of Greece I regard as ruinous, and espe- 
cially damaging 
to British Interests. 


Qreoc* is the only country in Eastern En- 
rope in complete sympathy with our west- 
ern Ideas of civilization and progress, and 
the only one which was at all likely to 
assist England with her eastern compli- 
cations. She has failed disastrously in 
her gallantly inspired struggle, and, as I 
have said, the moral effect of her failure 
if certain to make Itself felt injuriously 
in tbe future developments of the eastern 
question." 


Sir Charles Dilke expressed those views 


with Impressive earnestness. 


Mr. .Tamos O'Kclly, M. P., a close stu- 


dent of forelgn'polltlos, expressed precise- 
ly the same views. He said: 


"If the powers allow Turkey to deprive 


Greece of her fleet It will be a grievous, 
aluioit an Irreparable loss to Greece; but 
the ships won't be worth a sixpence In a 
year, as they will be totally neglected by 
the sultan's government." 


Several liberal m embers declined to be- 


lieve that the powers will permit Turkey 
to inflict such a gratuitous humiliation 
on Greece. Some thought Greek com- 
manders would be justified in sinking 
their sbips rather than surrender them. 


1 he feeling of the government minis- 


ters is that Greece can expect no mercy, 
and should be profoundly thankful for 
any terms the powers may succeed In ob 
taining for her from her oonqneror. Thi« 
spirit is reflected in the conservative press, 
which now has nothing but derisions for 
Greece and unqualified condemnation of 
her action from first to last.
